— News 
was received here Monday from I'ort 
Antonio, confirming tha report brought 
there Sunday by a vessel from Santiago 
Je Cubasaj-ing that the Spanish torpedo 
boat destroyer Terror (Furor?) had 
been sunk by an American war ship. 
It appears that the battle ship Oregon 
saw a long craft sneaking close to the 
sliore and heading toward tlie harbor. 
She signaled the craft to turn to and 
the signals were improperly answered, 
whereupon the Oregon opened fire 
upon licr. A i:t-inch shell struck the 
torpedo boat amidships and she sank 
with ail hands. 

Tlio vessel is supposed to have been 
tlie Spanish torpedo boat destroi'er 
Terror trying to make lier way into 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, to re- 
join the tleet of Adm. Cervera, with 
which she arrived at Fort dc France, 
island of St. Martinique. Tlie Terror 
was compelled to remain at Fort Ua 
France owing to her boilers being out 
of order. On the other hand, it is be- 
lieved tliat the torpedo boat destroj'Ci 
sunk maj' have been the Furor, of 
Adm. Cervera's fleet, as tlie latest re- 
ports concerning the Terror seem to 
show' that her boilers are still out of 
order. 

The Spanisli torpedo boat destroyers 
Furor and Terror were bniit at Olas- 
gow for Spain, and completed their of- 
ficial trials in November, l8tHl. They 
are bigger than anj* of their type in 
the British Heet, being ‘.’“JO feet long 
snd ?‘J feet broaiL Their armament 
of two 14-pound rapid fire Ma.xim-Nor- 
■Jenfeldts, two lO-poqnders of tlie same 
lalllicr and two 37 MM uutoniutic .Max- 
ims. There are also two ft-inoli dock- 
pivoted torpedo tubes on ScliwarzkolT 
sj'stcm.
